"GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

The Nation, a weekly. publication, ex- 
presses much satisfaction at the decision 
of the Court of Appeals ‘of the District 
of Columbia declaring the sugar bounty 
provision of the McKinley law unconsti- 
tutional. The Nation says: 

“The fundamental question involved. in 
this sugar bounty matter has never been 
passed upon directly by. the Supreme 
Court of the United States, but the deci- 
sion of the District Court points out that 
the principle which underlies it has been 
ruled upon by the court of last resort, 
particularly in the celebrated opinion of 
Justice Miller. holding that the govern- 
ment cannot take property from citizens 

bestow it on favored individuals. 
There can be no doubt that the courts 
here reflect the predominant sentiment of 
the people, and it is safe to say that Con- 
gress will hereafter be slow to indorse 
the bounty system. 

This is merely playing with words. 
What is a protective duty but a bounty 
in another form. The main object of a 
protective duty is to encourage the va- 
rious industries of the United States and 
help those who are engaged in them. 
Each of these duties is, in fact, a bounty 
to a certain class, and to that extent the 
government does take property from 
citizens to bestow it on favored individ- 

uals.” ‘If it is found desirable to give 
protection to old established industries 
that have been successfully carried on in 
this country for fifty years, how much 
more is it desirable to encourage by a 
moderate bounty for a few years 80 
young and promising an industry as that 
of the manufacture of sugar from beets, 
the successful establishment of which in 
this country would save the U States

tion. of Democracy or of Republicanism, 
but of common sense.

THE UNDERLYING CAUSE. 


Mr. Cleveland, in his late message 
on the currency question, clearly 
gought to create the false impression 
that the law requires all the demand 
notes of the government to bé reis- 
sued as fast as they are redeemed. He 
is well aware that the deficiency of 
revenues is the real-eause of the treas-_ 
ury’s embarrassment, but aims to con- 
ceal that fact by querulously. descant- 
jng upon the defects of our currency 
laws. It is quite true that there are 
some grave defects in these laws, as 
has been pointed’ out. But these de- 
fects neyer precipitated a crisis in na- 
tional finances under Republican ad- 
ministrations, for ‘the simple reason 
that the revenues were always wisit- 
tained at a point safely: above expen- 
ditares. The ‘treasury was, kept Well 
supplied with funds, instead. of; Being 
impoverished -by dwindling. and Anade- 
quate revenues... Hence, confidence 
Was preserved,. the legal-tendet, notes 
Were easily kept’ in circulation, und 
were not used as instrumeht for 
despoiling the treasury of its révenue. | 

As a matter of faet, the United 
States notes, or greenbacks, are the only, 
outstanding notes of the government 
that are required by law to be reis- 
sued after redemption. Under the 
Fort bill, passed in 1878, these notes 
must be reissued as often as re- 
deemed, and cannot be retired or de- 
stroyed by the government. This is 
undoubtedly an evil, in a time of in- 
cipient dist 
it is not an evil of such colossal magui- 
titude as Mr. Cleveland and Secretary 
Carlisle seek to make it appear. If the 
treasury. were plethorie, instead of 
lean, the greenbacks would not be a 
serious menace to the gold reserve, for 
ali probable demands could be met 
without recourse to interest-bearing 
bonds. 

Mr. Geveland complains that the 
treasury -is “obliged” to pay ont. the 
demand notes over and over “again. 
This is true, as above pointed out, 
only of the greenbacks. The law is 
not mandatory as regards the treas- 
ury notes issued under the Sherman | 
law of 1890. It provides that these | 
notes may be reissued, not that they 
shall be reissued. If there were an 
abundance of cash in the treasury, 
these Sherman notes might be locked 
up in the vaults and kept there 80 
jong as there was any danger of their 
being used ‘to deplete the gold reserve. 

The volume of Sherman notés out- 
standing is $150,000,000, and these 
have been used by the New York’ 
banks more extensively than have the 
greenbacks to draw gold from the re 
serve. The exigencies of the treasury, 
due to deficient revenues, have com- 
pelled the repeated paying out of these 
notes to meet current obligations, and 
they have again and again found their 
way back to the treasury for redemp- 
» tion; whereas they might, with suffi- 
revenues, have been placed 
where they could not have been per- 
verted to such uses.

THE ADMINISTRATION BILL DE- 
FEATED. 


| By a vote of 161 to 134 the House of 
Representatives yesterday defeated 
the administration financial bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Springer.. The vote was 
not cast on partisan lines, 42 Repub- 
licans—Mr. Reed among the number— 
voting for the bill, and 98 Democrats 
voting against it. The result is a sig- 
nal defeat for the administration, and 
the result. may be accepted as an ap- 
proximate indication of the stren 
of the silver sentiment in the House.

There is now very little probability 
that any financial measure can pass 
Congress at the present session: So 
hopelessly divided are the members 
in both houses that it would be vir- 
tually impossible. to draft a bill, which 
could be carried! through both Senate 
and House: And ‘were it possible to 
steer safely between the Scylla ut theo 
Senate and the Oharybdis of the 
House, the assent of President Cleve- 
land to any doubtfyl measure oe 
hardly be counted upon. 

Meanwhile * the ‘treasury will” 
obliged to borrow more gold. und a 
ball for a new. loan may be expected 
at any time. It will ‘probably’ be for 
not less than 5100, 000,000, and may be 
for 8200,000, 000.

THE PAUPERS OF ENGLAND. 


There has been some question in 
regard to the numbers and the. cost 
of paupers in England. Sometimes the 
paupers-ef Breat Britain and Ireland 
have been; by certain writers, jumbled 
together, and all put down to the ac- 
count of England. These accounts 
are kept quite separately in Queen 
Victoria’s realm, as may be seen by 
the latest reports, viz., those of 1894; 
for it is the custom to take the pauper 
census every year on the Ist of Janu- 
ary and on the ist of July. Now this 
census of paupers gives us for the past

When a correspondent ‘recently took 
issue with certain statements in ‘The 
Times showing that Great Britain has 
not kept pace with tariff nations in 
industrial advancement, he may have 
confounded the statistics of Great 
Britain and Ireland with those of 
England, when he gave the total num- 
ber of paupers in England in 1850 
as 921,000. In England alone the 
population in 1850 was some 12,000, 000 
less ‘than in 1894. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the political economy ot Great 
Britain is to be found in ber poor 
laws,” and the administration thereof. 
In British official language the word 
“pauper” is limited to those persons 
‘who, for the time being, are in re 
ceipt of relief from the “poor rates.” 
The first notice of the poor by legis- 
lation. in England goes back more 
than 500 years, I. e., in the year 1376, 
during the reign of Edward III—the 
father of the famous “Black Prince.” 
In the reign of Queen Elizabeth all 
previous legislation was consolidated, 
and from that time “the law of En- 
gland has regarded every parish in 
the light of a family, the richer mem- 
bers of. which were bound to provide 
for those who, through inability, mis- 
fortune or want of work could not 
provide for themselves.” 

But from 1834, when the “Poor 
Law Amendment Act” was passed, 
many of the old enactments went into 
an “innocuous .desuetude.” These 
“poor-rates” are divided into two 
classes, the receipts for which are

No country 80 systematically and 

economically relieves her poor as Eu- 
gland, yet on the average, the cost 
each year increases more rapidly than 
the population. For example, England 
(without Wales) in 1851 had a popula- 
tion of about seventeen millions, and 
the expenditure connected with the 
relief of the poor was in sterling 
£4,962,704. In 1891 (England’s last 
census) there was a population (not 
counting Wales,) of 27,501,362 and 
the expenditure for the relief of the 
poor in that year was £8,643,318. In 
1898 the total expenditure on behalf 
of the poor was £9,217,514,* almost 
double that of 1851, but the popula- 
tion lacks five or six millions of being 
doubled.

At daybreak on Sunday the Japanese 


fleet opened fire on Liu-Kung forts which 
replied vigorously. The. Hrst Japanese di- 
vision, including the flagship, directed ita 
force against the eastern island batteries 
while the second division shelled Fort 
Sehih. The Chinese fleet soon came to 
the assistance of the forts. The Ting- 
Yuen used her guns with effect. but suc- 
ceeded in diverting some of the fire from 
the forte to hersélf. The Lai-Yuen, a 
smaller ship, also fought well There 
were many. pasualties. 
boats also assisted; but were not badly 


damaged. These four vessels fought des- |

The Chinese forts, Fort Senin, 
suffered immense damages. The Chinese 
fire toward evening indicated that the guns 
were disabled, that the gunners were killed 
or that ammunition was becoming scarce.

THE VALENZUELA MURDER TRIAL 
„ COMMENCED. 

Gaspar Valenzuela, a young Mexican 
rancher, appeared before Judge Smith and 
a jury in Department One yesterday to 
answer to the charge of murder, he being 


Jose Correa, on September 24 last. 

The State was represented dy Deputy 
District Attorney C. C. McComas, while 
Horace Appel, Esq., appeared for the de- 
fense. 

The jurors selected to try the case were: 


C. H. Gardiner, F. Gerling, F. D. Keith, 
C. I. Melntyre, E. M. Milsap, C. A. Rob- 
inson, L T. Rowley, J. L. D. Rush and L. 
Williams. 

A number of witnesses were examined 
for the prosecution during the day's ses- 
sion, and from their testimony the facts 
in the Fase were gathered to be as fol- 
lows: : 

For some time prior to the killing of Cor- 
rea there had been bad blood between the 
brothers-in-law, arising primarily out of a 
dispute over land, and on several occasions 
their meetings resulted in flights. Matters 
came to a crisis, however, some two weeks 
before the murder, when Valenzuela, from 
pure spite, smashed a water gate which

He immediately pulled up, jumped from 
his cart, and back down the hill, and 
as he did so, a second shot was fired and 
Correa fell, mortally wounded, at Valen- 
zuela’s fect. The latter, with the still 
smoking pistol in his hand, — 
remarked to Mendoza that he had better 
take care of his friend, and, mounting his 
wagon, drove into town and surrendered 
himself to Sheriff Cline. Mendoza ro- 
mained at Correa’s side until the wounded 
man died, some fifteen minutes later, and 
then sent word to Correa’s family on the 
Lugo ranch by a Chinese vegetable gar- 
dener, Who drove by on his way home. 

As Correa was unarmed and apparently 
unsuspicious of an attack when he met 
his death, tt is somewhat difficult to fore- 
see what the theory of the defense 8 A iy 
as the prosecution will, in all flity, 
close its case today, this will doubtless be 
disclosed during the day.

tive body. 

The retrenchment fight is being con- 
ducted with more secrecy in the Senate 
than characterized even the Assembly pro- 
cedure, and it is not easy to get at the 
exact status of affairs. Senator Withington 
of San Diego introduced a resolution, sev- 
eral days ago, calling for the investigation 
of the attache proposition, and it was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Attaches, Con- 
tingent Expenses and Mileage, of which 
Senator Hart is chairman, although Sena- 
tor Seymour, chairman of the Committee 
on Retrenchment and Public Expenditures, 
thought the matter properly belonged to 
his committee. Senator Hart reported back 
.the resolution favorably, and President 
(pro tem) Flint accordingly appoimted Sen- 
ators Wichington, Holloway and Langford 
a special committee of investigation. Sen- 
ator Withington went so far as to deny to 
the Times correspondent that his committee 
had taken up the subject, but it is learned 
from as equally reliable a source ‘that the 
number of attaches in the Senate*and Sen- 
ate committees will be cut down nearly 
one-half, or about thirty in all. 

The retrenchment campaign presents 
some funny features, and one of these is 
the action of the Assembly committee in 
cutting down the Bank Commissioners’ 
salaries, though these salaries are paid 
by assessments on the banks and not by 
the State. Tonight (Tuesday) it was re- 
solved to report back favorably the bill to 
reduce the salary of Railroad Commission- 
ers to $3000; that of their secretary to 
$1800, and of their bailiff to $1000; also to 
allow the Commissioners only $50 a month 
for office rent. One member of the Re- 
trenchment Committee kicks at the latter 
appropriation and says that the Commis- 
sioners do most of their work on the curb- 
stone or in their pockets anyway. The. 
committee also decided to report advérsely 
the bill to increase the salary of the clerk 


: of the Supreme Court. 


Senator Seymour is keeping up his end 
in the Senate, and today rustled in a bill 
in which he takes a whack at the salaries 
of: certain officers in State institutions. 
Despite the hospitable treatment offered 
visitors to Folsom prison, Sunday last, and 
the dainty liquid and solid refreshments 
furnished the five carloads of legislators 
and miscellaneous guests by Warden Aull, 
the San Berdoon Senator wants to chop 
down his salary and that of Warden 


Hale of San Quentin to $2500 each. 
Warden Aull was in the lobby to- 
day and bis variegated face and 


geliowish-white whiskers almost changed 
color when the news reached him. Sen- 
ator Seymour does not stop at wardens, 
but slashes the salaries of the medical 
directors or superintendents of the Whit- 
tier and Preston reform schools, Napa, 
Stockton, Agnews, Mendocino and South- 
ern California insane asvlums, School for 
Training Feeble-minded Children and Deaf, 
Dumb and Blind Asylum to $2500 per an- 
mum each; the assistant physicians of the 
Ave insane asylums specified above to 
$1800 each; clerks or resident secretaries 
of the nine institutions grouped above, 
$1800 each, and the stewards of the same 
$1200 each. The superintendent of che 
Home for Adult Blind at Oakland shall 
receive 51800. All of said officers shall 
meceive their maintenance at the insti- 
tutions where they are employed. 

Sveral other bills have been introduced 
in the two houses looking to the saving 
of money to the State in various ways, 
and several others have been put in that 
are decidedly buggy.
